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l. Summary:
This legislation re-creates the Water Management Lands Trust Fund without modification,
effective November 4, 2004. The Water Management Lands Trust Fund, FLAIR #37-2-776, is
administered by the Department of Environmental Protection. This fund was last re-created
effective November 4, 2000 by Chapter 99-94, Laws of Florida.
Il.  Present Situation:

Section 373.59, F.S., creates the Water Management Lands Trust Fund, and sections 201.15,
373.129, 373.430, and 373.584, F.S., provide revenue sources for the fund. Sections 253.034,
259.105, and 373.1961, F.S., provide for the uses of the trust fund. The fund was created to
provide funds to Florida’s five Water Management Districts for the purpose of land acquisition,
management, maintenance, capital improvements and administration of purchased lands. The
major source of revenue is 4.2% of the documentary stamp tax. According to LAS/PBS data,
receipts to this fund for FY 2002-2003 were $87.3 million.

M. Effect of Proposed Changes:
This bill re-creates the trust fund without modification.
